People do laugh at the 'amendment now, and prac- 
tically displace it, but because they do this, there is less re- 
spect, all the time for law and for government. And disre- 
spect or law and for government means danger ahead. 


The Eighteenth amendment must either be sustained or 


defeated, and by people seriously interested in the more vital 
poinWthe- building up of respect for law and for govern- 
ment.
